Vanguard Busy 
Cireling Earth 


Orbiting at a speed’ of 18,000 
miles per hour, the U. S. Vanguard 
I satellite, launched from Florida's 
Cape Canaveral, will have circled 
the earth 3,918 times by March 17, 
1959, when it completes its first 
year in outer space. 

Launched on St. Patrick's Day 
last year, the satellite has more 
than ‘fulfilled original expectations 
—thanks in part to two Bell Lab- 
oratories inventions, the solar bat- 
tery and the transistor. Both play| 
major roles in the collection and! 
transmission of information from 
the satellite to receiving stations 
on the earth. Signals are sent :o 
earth by a transistorized transmit- 
ter, which is powered by solar-bat- 
teries. These signals are still as 
strong as those sent a year ago. 
(Another transmitter, which was 
powered by chemical batteries, has 
long since ceased to function.) 

The life of Vanguard I has been 
estimated at about 2,000 years. 
Esrlier estimates -were for some 
200 years, but additional data and 
calculations recently led scientists 
to revise their predictions. 

With the launching of a, second 
Vanguard satellite on February 17, 
the U, S. now has four satellites up 
in the company of. Russia's Sput- 
nik III. Transmission equipment in 
Vanguard II contains four diffused 
base germanium transistors ar 
signed by Bell Laboratories. and 
manufactured by Western Electric.

‘Congressman Paul G. Rogers to- 
day introduced legislation which 
would permit income tax deduc- 
tions for certain payments made 
and expenses incurred in providing 
or securing higher education. Spec- 
ifically, the Rogers bill would per- 
mit persons with dependents in col- 
lege on a full-time basis, an addi- 
tional deduction not to exceed $800 
for money expended on tutition, 
books and ordinary living expenses, 

An equally important feature of 
the measure is that it would per- 
mit the full-time student who is 
himself, a taxpayer the same $800 
déduction for college expenses. 

Deduction provisions are also 
made for the- part-time student 
toxpayer based on the number of 
gemester or quarter hours of work 
carried. This feature was included 
for the benefit of those students 
working their way through college 
who do not qualify as full-time stu- 
dents. 

Another provision would allow 
the taxpayer to deduct any amount 
paid during the taxable year to am 
institution of higher learning to be 
used to provide scholarships, Com-

, Slation, Rogers stated, “During the 


“past few years much has been said 
of the failure of our high ‘school 
graduates to pursue upper level ed- 
ucation in science and technology 
so as to enable the.United States to 
compete on dn even footing with 
cther nations in this highly tech- 
nical age.
